Thursday, February 20, 1745. 
. . And now, gentlemen of the Council and House of Burgesses, 
that you will endeavor during this Session, to advance the honour 
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and welfare of your country suitably to her present Exigences and 
unanimously comply with what I have with great Fervency pro- 
posed I am abundantly convinced by the Eeputation you have 
justly acquired of loyal Subjects, stanch Protestants, and true 
Patriots. In order, therefore, to perpetuate this amiable and 
favourite character, Gentlemen of the House of Burgesses, I must 
beg your indulgence one moment longer. 

The College of William and Mary, that seminary of Learning 
and Ornament to Virginia, tho' founded and endowed with royal 
contributions, you are all sensible could not have flourished to y e 
advantage of erudition it has arrived, without your Bounty and 
additional munificence. As the Act conveying that Largess is now 
near expired, I am induced by a pious Regard for the advance- 
ment of pure Religion and the study of useful Knowledge to re- 
commend to you its Renewal, to which I have with uncommon 
pleasure given my assent and promise to procure his Majesty's 
confirmation. If I tell you that there is not in any part of the 
world a College where good order Decency and Discipline are bet- 
ter maintained, where God Almighty is more constantly and de- 
voutly worshipped, and where greater care is taken to train up 
young students in the Rudiments of Religion, Loyalty, Science, 
and good Manners, and carrying them on towards perfection than 
in this, I am sure I should speak without artifice or flattery and I 
dare say within the Bounds of Truth. This which I have ob- 
served with great satisfaction, no doubt you hear with delight and 
approbation. 

For with what comfort may you from hence extend your view 
through future Centuries and anticipate the Happiness provided 
for Posterity by reflecting that not only your sons, but their De- 
scendants to latest ages, will there be guided in the Paths of Virtue 
and sound Literature and fitted as they may by Genius be dis- 
posed, for the service of their Country and their God. 

Upon these Considerations I am persuaded you will not only 
think such diligent and discreet instruction of youth worthy the 
continuance of the annual Income arising from the whole Penny 
which has hitherto been their Chief support, but kindly take them 
under your constant patronage and protection.

Boyd, David, of the Parish of St. Stephens, Northumberland 
county, made his will May 7, 1781. It was proved December 10, 
1781. It conveys a large estate. Legatees named: daughter, 
Margaret Smith, deceased; grandson, Augustine Jaqueline Smith; 
David McCulloch, son of John McCulloch, of Torhouse, and Mary 
his wife, "my youngest sister," both living in shire of Wigton,. 
North Britain; James McCulloch, son of John McCulloch and 
Agnes his wife, another sister, late of the Isle of Man; grand- 
daughter, Mary Jaqueline Smith. Names as executors: Col. John 
Smith, of Frederick county; Rev. Mr. Thomas Smith, of Westmore- 
land; Richard Mitchell, of Lancaster; Capt. David Bell and Mr. 
Onesephilus Harvey, of Northumberland ; Mr. John Sydnor, Capt. 
William Ball, Mr. William Miskell, Maj. Charles McCarty, of Rich- 
mond county, and William Taylor, gent., of Northumberland 
county. Desires a real plain chariot, with sets of harness, be pur- 
chased for bis wife and grandchildren; granddaughter Mary to- 
be genteelly educated, " and if no better way can be fallen on, that 
a woman that is genteel and well qualified be provided and live in 
the family for that purpose," his grandson to be sent to one of the 
colleges in Aberdeen, thence to Edinburgh for his medical studies,, 
thence to London, Leyden and Paris, " in a medical way before he 
leaves Europe." Desires his grandson " to carry his bones, and 
those of his mother and his uncle, Alexander Boyd, to Scotland, 
and to bury them by my father and mother in the churchyard of 
the town of Wigton." — Chancery Papers in Williamsburg. 

Boyd, Spencer, came from the county of Ayr, Scotland, to King 
and Queen county, Virginia, where he was partner in merchan- 
dizing with Thomas Brown. His will bears date December 7 r 
1778, and it was proved May 10, 1779. Issue by first wife: 1, 

James; and by second wife, Lucy , 2, Spencer; 3, Robert ; 

4, William;' 5, Julia; and 6, "the child my wife now goes with." 
Under entail his Pinkill estate, in Ayr, descended to his eldest son, 
James, who, dying without heirs, it came to his son, Spencer Boyd, 
Jr., who returned to Scotland and there died before 1809, leaving
